If you need to work with certain 
materials for a long period of time, arrangements will be made to 
copy them for you. 

Chairpersons, contact Charles Payne and set up a meeting for 
your committees for sometime in March, April, or May. Charles has 
packages of materials to give you and some speakers he can 
contact for you who can do demonstrations related to your 
committee* s area of concern. Also, Charles and/or I will be 
available to attend your meetings to provide whatever help and 
support we can. In the meantime, committee members, come visit 
the room and begin looking at examples of ed. specs, so you will 
have an idea of what we must put together for our wish list.
